RUNOFF ELECTION 


Democrats win 
Georgia seats, 
Senate control

ATLANTA — Democrats won 
both Georgia Senate seats — 
and with them, the U.S. Senate 
majority — as final votes were 
counted Wednesday, serving 
President Donald Trump a stun- 
ning defeat in his turbulent final 
days in office while dramatically 
improving the fate of President- 
elect Joe Biden’s progressive 
agenda. 

Jon Ossoff and Raphael War- 
nock, Democratic challengers 
who represented the diversity 
of their party’s evolving coali- 
tion, defeated Republicans Da- 
vid Perdue and Kelly Loeffler 
two months after Biden became 
the first Democratic presidential 
candidate to carry the state since 
1992. 

Warnock, who served as pas- 
tor for the same Atlanta church 
where civil rights leader the Rev. 
Martin Luther King Jr. preached, 
becomes the first African Ameri- 
can from Georgia elected to the 
Senate. And Ossoff becomes the 
state’s first Jewish senator and, at 
33 years old, the Senate’s young- 
est member.

Washington is under curfew

WASHINGTON — A violent 
mob loyal to President Donald 
Trump stormed the U.S. Cap- 
itol on Wednesday and forced 
lawmakers into hiding, in a 
stunning attempt to overturn 
America’s presidential elec- 
tion, undercut the nation’s 
democracy and keep Demo- 


crat Joe Biden from replacing 
Trump in the White House. 
The nation’s elected repre- 
sentatives scrambled to crouch 
under desks and don gas marks, 
while police futilely tried to 
barricade the building, one of 
the most jarring scenes ever to 
unfold in a seat of American 
political power. A woman was

A day for ceremony descends into anarchy

WASHINGTON — Jan. 6, 
2021, will be remembered as 
one of the darkest days in the 
history of the United States. 
Instead of a day designed to 
symbolize the peaceful trans- 
fer of power, Wednesday will 


be remembered as the day 
when a mob, encouraged and 
incited by President Donald 
Trump, breached the Capitol, 
smashed windows on a door 
into the House chamber, cre- 
ating an armed standoff, and in 
one case mounted the dais in 
the Senate chamber to protest 


the election of President-elect 
Joe Biden.

Trump loyalists 
still challenge 
Biden's victory

WASHINGTON — A hand- 
ful of Senate Republicans who 
had vowed to protest President- 
elect Joe Biden’s Electoral Col- 
lege win abruptly reversed their 
objections after a mob of Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s support- 
ers violently stormed the Capitol 
— even as other rogue senators 
signaled they would continue to 
contest the election results after 
Wednesday’s deadly siege. 

Late Wednesday, the House 
and Senate were able to continue 
their work certifying Biden’s 
Electoral College victory that 
they had begun hours earlier. The 
Senate rejected the objections 
over Arizona’s slate of electors by 
a resounding 93-to-6 vote. The 
House also rejected the attempt 
to overturn the will of Arizona’s 
voters, 303 to 121, yet about half 
of the chamber’s Republicans 
still supported the objection, 
including two party leaders, 
Kevin McCarthy of California 
and Steve Scalise of Louisiana. 

Sens. Steve Daines, R-Mont., 
James Lankford, R-Okla., and 
Kelly Loeffler, R-Ga., who pre- 
viously all endorsed objections 
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
